BLOW BY GIRL 


16-Year-Old Carolyn 
Henry Strikes Father 
Down as He Reaches for 
Gun, She Says. 


STRUCK IN DEFENSE, 
DAUGHTER CLAIMS 


Mother  Corroborates 


Girl’s Story; Henry Had 


Driven Family From 
Home, She Alleges. 


Buford, Ga., April 16.—(Special.) 
Carlton Henry, about 55 years of age, 
a farmer living about three miles 
north of Buford, is at the point of 


death as a result of having been. 


struck in the head with a hammer 
by his 16-year-old daughter, Carolyn. 
The incident oceurred at the Henry 


home late Suuday afternoon, and at 


a late hour Monday it was believed 
the elder Henry would die as a re 
sult of the blow. 

According to the daughter, whose 
story was corroborated by her mother, 
the father had heen on a protracted 
drinking spree, lasting over a period 
of more than a week, The young wo- 
man and her mother said the father 
had driven them from their home sev- 
eral days ago while in a drunken rage, 
and Sunday had visited them at the 
home of a neighbor, ordering them 
to return. 

When they had reached their home, 
the ywirt sun, ter father, still intoxi- 
cated, had announced -his intention of 
kiliing the mother and herself and of 
ending his own life. It was while he 
was reaching fur 8 gun, the young 
woman told officers, that she picked 
up a hammer and struck her father 
over the head. 

No action had been taken by of- 
ficers late Monday, the girl being at 


liberty pending the outcome of her 
father’s wounds. 


ALMA MAN HELD 
NN HOLTON DEATH 


Body Is Exhumed, Re- 
vealing Several Knife 
Wounds; Warrant Is- 
sued for Woman’s Arrest 


Alma, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)— 
After his relatives had become sus- 
picious of the manner in which Madi- 
son Holton, 57, had come to his death 
at the home of Mrs. Mary Jane Coth- 
ren, near here, Jast Friday. a coroner's 
jury examined the exhumed body of 
the dead man Sunday and ordered Bill 
Cothren held in connection with Hol- 
ton’s death. 

A warrant also was issued for the 
arrest of Nettie Cothran, a relative 
of the man held in jail here, but up 
to a late hour Monday she had not 
been taken into custody. 

Holton, who died Friday, was buried 
late Saturday afternoon. Rumors of 
foul play were circulated among the 
crowd that attended his funeral and 


his family decided to ask authorities 
to disinter the body. Exhumation was 
made Sunday afternoon and the coro- 
ner’s jury found several knife wounds 
and a number of bruises on the dead 
man’s body. 7 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
was to the effect that Holton came 
to his death “under peculiar circim- 
stances” and ordered young Cothren 
held. No particulars were made known 
by the coroner's jury in connection 
with the arrest of Cothren or of the

Sinclair TrialJudge 
Speeds Up Hearing 
On Oil Conspiracy 


DANCE HALL BLAST 
IND 10 HATRED 
BY GARAGE OWNER 


Inquest Advances Theory 
That Fanatic Prejudice 
to Amusement Caused 
Placing of Explosive. 


West Plains, Mo., April 16.—() 
Revenge and financial -troubles were 
two motives advanced today by Prose- 
euting Attorney Green as he pressed 
his investigation into the cause of 
the explosion that destroyed a dance 
hall’ here last week, killing 40. 

Green suggested that J. M. Wiser, 
47, who rented a garage below the 
dance hall, may have been responsible 
for the blast, either because of pro- 
nounced views against dancing or be- 
cause financial troubles may have led 
him to suicide. Wiser, a devout 
churchman, was killed in the explo- 
sion. 

He had not made public expression 
of his hatred of dancing here, but at 
his former home in Alton, Mo., he 
was known as opposed to it, but not 
violently. 

May Be Accidental. 

The prosecutor pointed out also that 
so far as direct evidence shows, Wiser 
might have caused the explosion ac- 
cidentally. He is confident, however, 
that it was not caused by gasoline 
fumes, as at first supposed. 

Wiser’s body, exhumed yesterday 
shortly after burial, revealed burus 
on the face believed by physicians to 
have been caused by acid. ‘These, 
said Green, might have resulted while 
handling acid. 

Green said he had witnesses ready 
to testify that Wiser was at the ga- 
rage 20 minutes before the blast oc- 
eurred, and that one man claims he 
saw a sputtering light there—a light 
that flickered for a few moments and 
went ont just before the building was 
blown up. Wiser’s body was found 
~0 feet back of the garage. 

Gas Fumes .Blamed. 

Coroner Burns held to the theory 
that Wiser went to the garage, opened. 
the door and struck a match which 
ignited gasoline fumes. 

On ‘the other hand, Green pointed 
out, the 50-gallon tank in the garage 
was found intact and had not been 
leaking. 

Wiser, however, had purchased five 
gallons of gasoline to use in a 
“douser” for washing automobile parts 
the day of the explosion. : 

No physical evidence of a dynamite 
explosion, such as a hole in_ the 
ground, has been discovered. | 

Wiser left home at 4 p. m. the 
day of the explosion, and did not re- 
turn for the evening n.-al. His widow 
said she supposed he had remained 
downtown, although he did not usu- 
ally return to the garage at night. 

Wiser voluntarily canceled his con- 
tract as sales agent for the Oakland 
Motor Car company last week. He 
had no indebtedness with the com- 
pany but was indebted to the Gen- 
eral Motors Acceptance corporation, 
the prosecuting attorney said.

Bars Testimony of Young 
Doheny Offered by Pros- 
ecution and Refuses 
Drainage Alibi. 


RPEVENTS LAWYERS 
EFFORT TO COLOR 


Daughter of Defendant 
Sits With Father But 
Gives Up Seat After 
Judge Frowns.

Washington, April 16.—(United 

News.)—A new model of criminal 
justice, built on speedy lines, is be- 
ing demonstrated in the Sinclair Tea- 
pot Dome conspiracy trial. 

Some of the lawyers in this long 
drawn out oil litigation have at times 
despaired of living to see the end of 
it and there have been suggestions 
that their sons should begin training 
now to carry on the work after their 
fathers had passed on, 

But Justice Jennings Bailey has 
come into the picture and he is mov- 
ing the trial along so rapidly that 
attorneys on both sides are panting 
for breath. 

Today he cut off several days per- 
haps by excluding the testimony of 
Kk. L. Doheny, Jr., offered by the 
government and the testimony regard- 
ing alleged drainage of the Teapot 
Dome reserve offered by the defense. 

Lengthens Court Hours, 

The government wanted young Do- 
heny to tell the story of how he car- 
ried $100,000 from his father to Al- 
bert hb. Fall to impress upon the 
jury that Fall was in the habit of 
accepting large sums from those to 
whom he gave oil leases. The defense 
wanted to get in the drainage testi- 
mony to show by experts that Fall 
had to open up Teapot Dome or else 
the navy’s oil would all be drained 
out by outside private drillers, 

Justice Bailey decided that: neither 
of these matters had to do with the 
question of whether Sinelair and Fall 
conspired to defraud the government 
out of its naval oil, Justice Bailey 
also decided that the daily sessions’ 
of the trial should continue half an 
hour longer each day. Defense at- 
torneys »bjected when he ordered 
court to convene at 9 a. m. daily, but

The forthcoming § yisit of M. 
Giulio Gatti-Casazza to Atlanta dur- 
ing the season his famous Metropoli- 
tan Opera company will offer its an- 
nual program of grand opera in At- 
lanta next week will bring to Atlanta 
one of the foremost musical figures of 
all time and will add a zest to a sea- 
son which gave promise, without his 
visit, of going down in local musical 
history as one of the most outstand- 
ing appearances of the noted company 
of singers during the 18 years opera 
has been offered in Atlanta. 

Mr. Gatti has served for 20 sea- 
sons as general manager of the Met- 


‘ropolitan Opera company and during 


that period the company has_made 
marvelous advances, both in the 
quality of the performances and in 


the discovery and development cf 
singers. Mr. Gatti succeeded Herr 
Conried as head of the Metropolitan 
and with Maurice Grau, who preceded 
Conried, this trio has directed the 
opera company during its most suc- 
cessful periods. 
“Aida” Leads Productions. 

In the 20 years Mr. Gatti has head- 
ed this organization the opera offered 
the largest number of times is “Aida,” 
with 146 presentations. It is a note-

is irrefutable evidence that this year’s 
program is composed of the best 
things possible on a Metropolitan 
repertory.

1. Award of the contract for ere 
tion of the Pryor street and Central 
avenue viaducts to the MacDougald 
Construction company for $703,000 on 
a cash basis bid was assured, when a 
proposal of Fulton county commis- 
sioners that the county pay $386,- 
068.68 in full discharge of its obli- 
gation concerning a contribution to- 
wards construction of the bridges was 
accepted. 

2. Award of the general contracts 
for the Bass, Brown and O’ Keefe 
Junior High schools and the electrical 
contracts for the same structures also 
was voted and will go to Mayor I. N. 
Ragsdale for his signature of ap- 
proval. 

3. Passage of contracts for five new 
school contracts to be awarded to the 
Joe W. Stout company for $534,L00 
took place in city council by a vote 
of 12 to 11, Alderman Claude Ash- 
ley, mayor pro tem., casting iis vote 
for the award and thus breaking a tie. 
The papers never reached the alder- 
manic board because they were held 
up on notice of reconsideration filed 
by Councilman Jack C. Hardy, of 
the sixth ward, and seconded by Coun- 
cilman Ellis B. Barrett, of ine fifth 
ward. 

4. Award of the contract for ex- 
cavation for the foundation of the new 
city hall at Mitchell and Washington 
streets to the Nichols Contracting com- 
pany for $8,000 was voted. This is 
the first construction work to be be- 
gun on Atlanta’s new $1,500,000 mu- 
nicipal building, but actual contract 
fer the structure can be awarded by 
June 1, according to predictions of 
these’ in charge of preparations.

Money Obtained in De- 
bate With Darrow on 
Prohibition Held Up for 
Two Bank Notes. 


Funds due W. D. Upshaw, former 
Georgia congressman, for his debate 
Friday night on the prohibition 1s- 
sue with Clarence Darrow, Chicago 
criminal lawyer, have been garnisheed 
on a debt he is alleged to owe a de- 
funct bank here. 

Darrow, the Alkahest Lyceum sys- 
tem, which staged the debate, and 
Russell Bridges, of Atlanta, president 
of the concern, were named defendants 
in two suits brought in municipal 
court by A. B. Mobley, state superin- 
tendent of banks, to recover for cred- 
itors of the defunct Farmers and 
Trades bank on two notes indorsed 
by Mr. Upshaw. 

Service was obtained on the de- 
fendants and funds from the. debate 
payable to Mr. Upshaw have been tied 
up pending settlement of the suits, ac- 
cording to court records. 

One of the suits says Mr. Upshaw 
owes the face value of a $700 note 
he gave the bank—the first of the 
Manley chain to close its doors—on 
April 2, 1926, while the other was 
based on his indorsement of a $110 
note presented by the Southern Com- 
mercial congress. 

Darrow is only technically connect- 
ed with the suit, and it was under- 
stood that payment of his share vill 
not be delayed. 

The suits were filed by Attorneys 
J. F. Kemp, C. M. Davis and Orville 
A. Park, the latter two as representa- 
tives of the banking department hav- 
ing charge of collection of debts due 
the defunct bank.

SCHILLER ARRIVES 
UN CANADIAN SULL 
WITH IRISH PILOT 


Will Continue Flight to 
New York Today; Koehl 
and Huenefeld Stay To 
Guard Ship. 


MESSAGES RELATE 
PERILS IN AIR 


Laconic Sentences Sent by 
Crew Tell Story of Bat- 
tle Against Fog, Snow 
and Sleet. 


Seven Islands, Quebec, April 16.— 
(United News.)—One of the crew of 
the trans-Atlantic monoplane, Bre- 
men, was halfway back to civilization 
tonight while the other two—the Ger- 
mans—stood by their plane on ice- 
bound Greenley Island, off the Labra- 
dor coast. 

Commandant—or iaajor since Sun- 
day—James Fitzmaurice, of the Irish 
Free State air force, arrived this aft- 
ernoon at Natashquan on the St. 
“Lawrence river. 

Duke Schiller, famous. Canadian 
pilot, flying in behalf of the North 
American Newspaper Alliance and 
The Atlanta Constitution, took Fitz- 
maurice from Greenly island at 10 
a. m. today. a 

Schiller had proposed at first to fly 


direct to Murray bay or Quebec. But 
he decided to land at Natashquan for 


the night and continue his flight Tues- 
day morning.

have passed before any of the crew 
can be back in the world of the ordi- 
nary man. 

Herman Koehl and Baron foe 
von Huenefeld, the German niembers 
of the crew, are remaining with the 
Bremen, watching to see that no harm 
comes to her from the arctic weather 
which is havin a bitter final fling, 
and trying to repair her damaged tail- 
skid in hope that they can fly her 
in triumph to Mitchel Field, N. Y. 

There will be many stories for the 
aviators to tell, and for thdse to tell 
who have succored them since their 
hervic flight. 

Dispatches from Greenly island to- 
day told how Koehl and Von Huene- 
feld were guarding their plane from 
the raging elements. 

As late as 6 p. m. Sunday a vio- 
lent storm was raging over the two- 
mile-by-one island which loomed like 
a desert oasis out of a heavy fog. 
Owe of the heaviest snows ever record- 
ed, even along the bleak Labrador 
coast, was falling. 

_It was through the western por- 
tion of this storm area that Duke 
Schiller flew Sunday to the rescue 
of the Bremen’s crew. 

He had left Natashquan at noon 
and landed at Blane Sablon, on the 
coast opposite Greenly island, at 4:30. 
He remained overnight. 

Schiller fought his way through 
blinding snow and against a howling 
headwind such as that which the Bre-

Schiller’s Rescue Flight 


Is Epic of 


Pilot, Correspondent of Constitution, Beats Field 


Air Battles

Murray Bay, Quebec, April 16.— 
The flight of “Duke” Schiller, Dr. 
Louis Cuisiner and Thiboult, a me 
chanic, through snow storms and 
cyclonic gales to the rescue of the 
crew of the Bremen, is destined to 
take rank as one of the greatest of 
aviation feats. Schiller and his com- 
panions were commissioned by the 
North America Newspaper Alliance, 
of which The Constitution is the 
Georgia member, to find the marooned 
aviators on Greenley Island. They 
secured a Fairchild mail plane, 
equipped with skis, filled it with fuel 
and took off. 

At 10:50 Saturday morning the 
Fairchild took off from Murray Bay. 
It lifted swiftly and gracefuliy to a 
parting salute of cheers and shouted 
well wishes. Quickly it was lost to 
sight, making for its first objective 
Seven Islands, Quebec, 230 miles 
away. 

) At 2:38 Saturday afternoon Schil- 
ler put his ship down at Seven Is- 
lands. There was a quick call for 
workmen to aid in installing extra 
fuel tanks for the next and last leg of 
this thrust in the lower arctic, a des- 


perately dangerous leap which must 
span 600 stormy miles. 

“We want three extra tanks and 
want ’em quick,” ordered Schiller, 
“we're leaving at dawn tomorrow.’ 
And he cocked an eye at the sky to 
see what the weather promised. He 
flashed a radio message back to Mur- 
ray Bay: 

“Ship all okey for take-off to Green- 
ley Island,” it said. ‘“Wié6ill wireless 
immediately arrival there.” 


Storm Delays Start. 


But with daybreak toflay came vi- 
cious weather. An icy wind, slasb- 
ing hard; rain, driving down at a 
searching angle. A falling tempera- 
ture, and then snow. 

Broken massages came snapping 
through to Murray Bay from. Schil- 
ler. They railed at the weather. 
They expressed bitter alarm lést the 
rival plane, still back in Murray Bay, 
would overhaul the Fairchild. But 
they told, also, of a cold determina- 
tion to cut through that storm when 
it showed the slightest sign of

So 
he turned back and in 50 minutes he 
had returned to the landing field at 
Murray Bay. 

Late Sunday afternoon came a flash

again,’ it said. Schiller, Cuisinier 
and Thibault were on their perilous 
way once more. 

“Facing adverse weather condi- 
tions,” reported another bulletin. 

Rain, snow, ice, perhaps fog, but 
the Fairchild went roaring off into 
the stormy skies, with one last shout 
from Schiller. ) 

“Greenley Island between 7 and 8 
tonight,” he bawled agamst the wind. 

Flash Tells of Arrival. 


And then the friends of the three 
fliers in the plane began the anxious 
wait which ended Sunday night with 
Schiller’s brief flash of victory from 
Greenley Island. 

Duke Schiller, or Clarence A. Schil- 
ler, as nobody calls him, came into 
prominence when he was chosen as 
pilot for the projected Windsor, Ont., 
to Windsor, Eng., flight last summer. 
The flight was abandoned due: to pub- 
lic opinion after the disastrous fail- 
ures of two other planes, “Old Glory” 
and the “Sir John Carling.” Forbid- 
den by his backers to attempt the At- 
lantic hop, Schiller entered the New 
York-to-Spokane non-stop trans-con- 
tinental race.

BY SMITH CLAIM 


Supporters Declare That 


Governor Will Get 613 
Votes on First Ballot— 
More Later.

Washington, April 16.—The po- 
litical qt#id nuncs about the capitol 
today were buzzing like bothered bum- 


ble bees over the figures put déut by 
the Smith boosters and purporting 
to show 613 certain votes for him 
on the first ballot, with 711 coming 
to him thereafter and enough others 
probable to put him over as the nom- 
inee on the third or fourth ballot. 

The most positive Smith congress- 
men are even claiming that by the 
calling to order of the convention 
Smith will be so certainly the nom- 
inee as to be put forth by acclama- 
tion without the formality of a roll 
call, as in cases such as those of 
Jackson, Cleveland and Bryan in their 
renominations. 

There is no questioning the im- 
pression that the Smith march in un- 
expected areas is making upon the 


democratic leaders here. Some of them 
are almost willing to concede that 
Smith carnot now be stopped and 
that the band wagon boys all over 
the map will be falling over each oth- 
er to get safely onto the Tammany 
truck.

COOLIDGE nilTS

D. A. R. Hears Attack on 
Government Playing Any 
Role in Private Busi- 
ness; Talk Veiled. 


Washington, April 16.—(United 
News.)—President Coolidge made a 
veiled attack against governmental 
participation in private business, such 
as proposed in the MeNary-Haugen 
farm relief bill, in an address tonight 
before the Daughters of the American 
Revolution convention. 

All mention of the D. A. R. public 
speakers “black list” was avoided at 
the convention today although oppo- 
nents of the list and of Secretary of 
the Navy Wilbur’s original navy pro- 
gram were working quietly to inject 
a resolution which might precipitate 
an open fight in the society. 

Sidetrack Debate. 

Leaders of the patriotic congress 
were confident of their ability to “side- 
track” efforts to bring the “black list’ 
into convention debates. 

Frederick J. Libby, executive secre- 
tary for the National Council for Pre- 
vention of War, and one of the speak- 
ers condemned by the society was re- 
fused admisison to the convention. He 
was told he “had no invitation” and 
was barred at the doors of the con- 
vention hall. 

With the exception of the presi- 
dent’s address, preparedness was the 
keynote of the convention. 

Earlier in the day, Mrs. Alfred J. 
Brousseau, president general of the 
patriotic organization, made a stir- 
ring appeal for an adequate army and 


navy. 
Davis Is Speaker. 

Following the president’s address, 
Secretary of War Davis made another 
appeal.for preparedness. 

But Mr. Coolidge steered clear of 
all discussion on the military.

The message came from the Marconi 


company’s superintendent, W. S. Bar- 
rett, at the Point Amour wireless sta- 
tion opposite Greenley Island. Bar- 
rett's information came direct from 


the fliers at Greenley Island. His 
message read: 

“Bremen shaft damaged but repairs 
able. Expect leave Greenley Island 
Wednesday. Bremen had fog and snow 
during part of its flight. Took Green- 
ley Island lighthouse for sealing steam- 
er but ascertained that it was light 
house shortly afterward and made 
landing on small pond. Crew were 
rather exhausted but recovered after 
short time” 

The Junkers monoplane F-13, sister 
ship of the trans-Atlantic monoplane 
Bremen, landed at St.. Humbert air- 
port, Montreal, today after a flight 
of a little less than three hours from 
Curtiss field, New York. : 

Miss Herta Junkers, daughter of the 
builder of the Bremen, explained the 
purpose of the flight ‘was to study 
“more closely the Bremen situation.” 
She said there was little possibility of 
flying the ship to Greenly island, 
where the Bremen landed Friday after 
its hop from Ireland. 

The length of her stay in Montreal 
Miss Junkers said, will depend entir 
ly on the news that comes from the 
Bremen’s crew. 

Miss Junkers, who alterfated at 
the controls with Pilot Fred Melchoir 
during the flight from Curtiss field 
also was accompanied by her brother, 
Ehrhardt Junkers. 

New York’s official reception to. the 
crew of the trans-Atlantic plane Bre- 
men will take place when the three 
fliers are here together, Mayor Walker 
said tonight. . 

In a telegram to Captain James 
Fitzmaurice, who was flying to Nata- 
shquan, Que., from Greenly island, the 
mayor said: 

“Ail citizens of New York, irrespec- 
tive of race, color or creed, are wait- 
ing impatiently the arrival of all 
three of the Bremen crew.

Schiller was an experienced pilo: 
long hefore he engaged in these spee- 
tacular feats. He learned his flying 
early, and kept on flying because he 
loved it. 

‘Tall, blonde, massive, he is an easy- 
mannered giant, and he seems, on his 
secasional visits to his Toronto home 
to fill the house at 5 Ostend avenue, 
where his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Don- 
ald S‘shiller, live. 

Born In United States. 

Though his parents are both Cana 
dians Schiller, who is nearly 29, was 
‘born in the United States. He vrev 
'up in Toronto, however, and entered 
‘the Reyal Air Force in 1917, at an 
-uge considerably under the eighteen 
(to thirty whieh enlistment officers 
made him testify. Fine flier from the 
beginning, he was detailed to instruc- 
tion duty at the Deseronto, Ont., 
training school. Since then he has 
been flying continuously. 

Commercial aviation attracted him 
after the war and in 1919 he con- 
ducted a pioneer effort in aerial. ad- 
vertising. Then, until 1923, he flew 
a passenger plane between Miaini and 
Nassau. 

In 1924 he returned to Canada and 
joined the Ontario Province Air sery- 
ice as member of the forestry patrol. 
“He was one of the best pilots we 
had,” said Captain Roy Maxwell, di- 
rector of the Provincial Air service.” 

Shortly after leaving this organiza- 
tion for the $Windsor-to-Windsor 
flight, Schiller performed a_ notable 
feat which saved a man’s life.

But Schiller placed the sick man 
in his plane, and flew at top speed a 
few yards above the railroad tracks, 
almost skimming tree tops, so he could 
keep low enough to find his way. 

Schiller got his man to the hospital 
in time for the hasty operation which 
saved him.

Schiller’s parents sent their son a 
message to be relayed to Duke as he 
fought to be the first to reach the 
stranded Bremen.

Messages Are Relayed. 


The relay of verbal communication 
was becoming more and more diffi- 
cult.

Baron von Huenefeld managed to 
get a message through to the Ger- 
man consul at Montreal, asking what 
facilities there were for landing, re- 
fueling, and taking off again in the 
vicinity. 

Thought Island a Ship. 

The fliers mistook the lighthouse 
on Greenly island for a sealing steam- 
er and thus. accidentally discovered 
one of the most favorable landing 
places for their airplane Bremen on 
the Labrador coast, a message re- 
ceived here tonight by the Radio Cor- 
poration of America revealed. 

The message, sent by the officer in 
charge of the Point Amour radio sta- 
tion near Greenly island, was relayed 
to the Radio corporation via the Ca- 
nadian Marconi wireless at Montreal. 

The message also revealed that 
damages to the Bremen were consid- 
ered repairable and that the fliers 
hoped to take off from Greenly island 
possibly for New York, Wednesday. 

The message revealed that while 
flying low over the Straits of Belle 
Isle last Friday afternoon the fliers 
saw what they believed to be a seal- 
ing steamer. They made for it, ap- 
parently hoping to get some bearing 
from the fishermen aboard. 

But as they drew near to their 
objective they discovered it was not a 
steamer but instead was the light- 
house on ice-bound Greenly island. 


Made Good Start. 


By this time they were almost 
upon the lighthouse, they were so 
blinded by the driving snow and sleet. 

At the same time they discovered 
their gasoline supply was almost ex- 
hausted and so they looked about for 
a favorable landing place, happy to 
know that if they could reach the 
lighthouse they would find at least 
one man to’give them bearings, 

Then they sighted the small lake, 
which was really only a pond, and 
they made a landing. 

The crew, the Radio corporation’s 
message revealed, was “rather ex- 
hausted by quite recovered after a 
short time.” 

A deceptively good start was made 
from the. Irish coast, but always the 
stiff wind in their faces—it blows 
almost‘ every hour of the year from 
west to east in the north Atlantic. 
Then in mid-Atlantic a gale, a lower- 
ing fog bank. The fliers tried the 
Lindbergh trick of taking their plane 
down close to the water, almost 
skimming the waves, to take advan- 
tage of the clear stratum of air there. 


Fog and Snowstorm. 


Still there was the wind in their 
faces, cutting down their miles per 
hour and eating up their fuel at a 
faster rate than they had planned 
even in their ecaleulations of what 
would happen if bad weather was 
encountered. 

The fog lifted somewhat into a 
haze, and the fliers hoped they were 
approaching land. 

Then came more fog, blanket like, 
to cut off their view of everything 
but their plane itself, the tremendous 
roar of its engine echoing futilely in 
the otherwise complete stillness. 

On top of that came a snowstorm 
and ice began forming on the plane. 
Only a thin coating on the controls 
would have been necessary to jam 
them and leave the plane like a ruda- 
derless ship. It would have been a 
question of minutes before the plane 
plunged down. The wind, still of gale 
force, 
plane off her course—which wav or 
how far the crew could not tell. They 
were utterly lost, in fog, snow and 
wind, over a merciless sea. And their 
gas was giving out. 

Gasoline Runs Out. 

Finally they sighted land. What 
land it was they did not know except 
that it was not “Mitchel field or 
Heaven.” So they kept on, 

Four hours longer, altogether, they 
kept flying. Either they were hun- 
dreds of miles northward off their 
course or, with their failing naviga- 
tional instruments, they circled. 

With a heart-stopping start they 
found themselves flying over water 
again, and their rekindling confidence 
in their destiny was dampened. A 
few terrible moments of uncertainty 
and Greenley Island came in sight. 
Through the fog they could make out 
an ice-coated lake, nestling in the pla- 
teau that forms the center of the is- 
land. <As they descended, and made 
maneuvering circles, the last drops of 
their gasoline and oil were being 
drawn into their panting engine. The 
plane skimmed a foot or two over the 
lake, made’ contact with the ground, 
skidded, slowed—its tail skid penetrat- 


ood 


became vagrant, and blew the: 


the end of a flight which may live 
long in aviation: history. — 

The lighthouse was in sight. They 
made for it. and were met by Le Tem- 
pier, its keeper, as puzzled as were 
they in his arctic isolation. He greeted 
them with Gallic warmth, and there 
the real story of the flight came to 
its end—a Frenchman, two Germans 
and an Irishman, who 10 years ago 
would. have been’ at each other's 
throats as combatants in a war 
scarcely more desperate then ~ the 
Bremen’s crew had won.

UNIFIED FARM PROGRAM. 


The special April bulletin of the 
Blue Valley Creamery Institute, of 
Chicago, in reviewing the diversified 
farming outlook, has the following 
to say about the “cow, hog, hen 
program:” 

“The dairy cow, the hog and the 

hen promise to continue to be the 
trio of farm animals around which 
another profitable year of diversified 
farming can be planned. Market de- 
mands, .supplies, prices and the pres- 
ent favorable ratios between prices of 
feeds and of butterfat, milk, pork, 
eggs and chickens all tend strongly 
towards continuing to favor this sys- 
tem of farming, which calls for the 
milking of good. cows, fattening of 
hoge and keeping of poultry along 
with the production of a _ good 
legume hay. 
“Such.a combination also assures 
conserving and building soil fertility. 
The farmer who plans his operations 
in harmony with basic economic ten- 
dencies has an advantage over _ his 
neighbor who runs counter to them, 
just as the team pulling a load on a 
gentle downward slope has over one 
going upgrade. Judged by this stand- 
ard, the farmer who follows a diver- 
sified farming system with gould milk 
cows, hogs and hens is taking the road 
on which pulling is easiest.’ 


This reads like -literature from 
the Georgia association, which is 
the leading exponent in this state 
of this particular line. of agricul- 
tural reformation. 
There is no mistaking the advan- 
tages of this type of farming. 

For a score of years The Consti- 
tution has advocated with vigor the 
bréaking away from the all-cotton 
system and the suBstitution of a 
program of balanced production, 
whereby the farmer should not only 
have his small herd of good cows 
and purebred hogs and chickens, 
but should provide food and feed 
for the year’s demands, thereby 
“buying from himself” the supplies 
for which the cotton would have to 
go to pay in the event of a one- 
crop system. 

The various branches thus sug- 
gested, it is further explained, fit 
together into a balanced, unified 
farm plan. 

The cows use much roughage, 
the hogs much concentrate and the 
chickens glean waste grain as well 
as insects. 

Both cows and hogs make effec- 
tive use of legume hay and pasture, 
a substantial acreage of which is es- 
sential on well managed farms. 
Dairy cows, particularly where 
butterfat is the product sold, facili- 
tate the maintenance of soil fer-

tility. 

Family labor can be utilized and. 
an income received for labor | 
throughout the year, which is not 
possible in one-crop farming. 

Georgia has made marvelous! 
progress in farm © diversification. 
There are a number of other than 
cotton money crops, exclusive of 
fruits and nuts. Tobacco, corn, 
hay, peanuts, potatoes, melons, veg- 
etables—all of these are largely and 
profitably grown. 

At this season, however, the 
farmer cannot keep too closely in 
mind the necessity for preparing 
for full farms and smokehouses, for 
a good year-around garden, ,and for 
keeping something going into the 
money markets every month. 

Of course cotton will be grown 
and should be. It is the one largest 
money crop. But it should be 
grown intensively. A larger staple 
should be grown in order to exer- 
cise the benefits of local spinners’ 
markets.

The old warhorse who just can't 
stay placid in the pasture when he 
hears the bugles calling to battle is 
Charles Gates Dawes, of Illinois, 7-4 
Ohio and Nebraska. 

He has simply refused to be muz- 
zled and marooned, as per tradition, 
in the vice presidency to which he 
was elected in 1924. 

During that electoral campaign he 
gave exhibitions of -his militant and 
daring spirit that caused old ecam- 

igners to gasp and tremble before 
his rough and ready temerity. 

One night, during that campaign. 
this observer attended a rally in Mil- 
waukee—hotbed of sociaism and La 
Follettism—in which Dawes was te 
principal monologist. The large au- 
ditorium was packed with people un- 
friendly to Coolidge and Dawes, and 
ready to “razz” the latter. if he should 
attack La Follette. Before leaving 
the hotel for the hall Dawes’ was 
counseled to “be easy” with the mob. 

Instead, he had but curtly acknowl- 
edged his introduction, when he swung 
into action like Bedford Forrest lead- 
ing a cavalry charge. He took the 
La Follettites across his lap and 
spanked them, politically and patriot- 
ically, until they needed the rescue 
services of the fire department. 

He did not wait for the progres- 
sive-socialists gangs to start the ru- 
cus. He amazed them by the straight- 
shooting attacks he made upon them. 
They began to leave the hal] and Le- 
fore he was a third of the way through 
his speech mere than a third of the 
crowd had vanished into the cooler 
air outside. Those who remained sue- 
cumbed to the magnetism of this “Hel- 


and-Maria Hotspur and were later 
cheering him to the echo. © 

It was one of the finest triumphs 
of personal frankness and political 
courage that I have witnessed in my 
long career as a public observer. It 
fixed Dawes in my estimation as a 
simon-pure man and public palladin. 

Dawes comes from true-blue reyo- 
lutionary stock. He was born at 
Marietta, the original colony of the 
Ohio company, located about 127 years 
ago... He took college and law courses, 
went out to Lincoln, Neb., where he 
was chum with William Jenuings 
Bryan and General Pershing. He went 
to Chicago in 1894, engaging in law 
and banking and became active in re- 
publican politics in the MceKinley- 
Bryan campaign of 1896. He has 
been comptroller of the currency, gen- 
eral and supply director in France ‘or 
the A. E. F. in the world war; was 
first director of the nationa] budget: 
chairman of the German reparations 
commission; and vice president since 
1921. | 

General Dawes is well known and 
highly appreciated in Atlanta, as it 
was Camp Gordon that-he whipped 
the 17th engineers into shape for their 
remarkabe world war service, 

When he was sworn in as 
vice president. he caught the eves 
and ears of the nation by upbraid- 
ing an astonished senate for its un- 
businesslike methods of Jegisative pro- 
ceedings. But the senate came to 
like him so well that it has forgotten 
his lambasting and how tells the world 
that he is the finest regular fellow 
who ever pounded with its gavel. 

It is the shadow of Dawes that 
stalks like the specter of the Brocken 
before the eyes of the ‘republicans as 


they turn them toward Kansas City.

Which do you prefer, courage 
or patience, in dealing with an 
unbearable state. of affairs? I 
ask this because I am perplexed 
as to what course I should follow 
in the difficulty 1 confide to you. 

_ Please omit any. address. 

Is not patience a fine form of cour- 
age? I so commend it. When the 
Black Watch stood for eight hours 
like.a rock on the field of Waterloo 
while its ranks were decimated to a 
fragment was this regiment any less 
courageous than the gallant French 
men who hurled themselves on _ its 
unbroken front? Surely not. 

Do not, therefore, put courage 
Against patience as if they were mu- 
tually exclusive. They are coopera- 
tive, and some of the sublimest_ in- 
stances of the one are characterized 
by the’ prevalence of the otlier. 

Yet there are occasions, as in your 
case, when patience ceases to be a 
virtue. It becomes your duty, as I 
see it, to speak out, not in defiance, 
but with resolution, and then to act 
decisively. Nothing is more danger- 
ous than to be always dodging dan- 
ger if it lies in the path vou should 
follow. Tell the man exactly what 
you propose to do and tell it to him 
with the calmness which  bespeaks 
finality.

What, in your opinion, are the 
chief contributions made by the 
negro race to the social life of this 
country? 

The negro is remarkably rich in his 
emotional nature. His contributions 
to music through the Fiske Jubilee 
Singers and similar’ organizations, 
Roland Hayes and other well known 
vocalists of his race, and the haunt- 
‘ing necro melodies and — folk 
which Dvorak used as the basis of his 
New World Symphony, have benefited 
the most neglected art among the 
American people. 

Nor is the negro without isolated 
painters and poets, actors and writ- 
ers who show his capacities in fields 
which many supposed close to him. 
The ministry of the negro preacher 
to his people deserves emphatic. and 
honorable mention. Despite tremen- 
(ous handicaps it has conserved the 
spiritual forees which largely account 
for their amazing material progress 
sinee the civil war. 

Their physical labors have mhde 
the cotton belt. of the south possible 
and remunerative. The first twenty 
years of the negro’s emancipation in- 
ereased his industrial produetivity in 
one commodity to a financial 
amount sufficient to purchase his 
freedom. Moreover. since 1865 he 
has acquired $2,000,000,000 worth of 
personal property. 

Negro and white alike require moral 
direction. The race which began here

in bondage has remained incorrigibly 
religious. Its members readily re- 
spond to good examples. They main- 
tain their faith in the God of all life. 
Surrounding cynicism and doubt do 
not daunt their simple trust in un- 
seen realities. An unselfish, sympa- 
thetic study of their needs in our 
social readjustments can rely upon 
their support. 

Leaders of their own race rightly 
trained and given the opportunity can 
achieve, aided by intelligent white co- 
operation, the solution of  prob- 
lems which now baffle us. Loyalty to 
his friends is the negro’s characteris- 
tic. Notwithstanding his hard usage 
by mistaken or tyranical individuals. 
he has never been a traitor to the 
flag. His Americanism is confiding 
and enthusiastic. It must be attached 
to the best ideals. Men like Doctor 
Proctor, of my own neighborhood in 
Brooklyn, are rendering yeoman serv- 
ice in this respect, but they need 
white assistance, which should not be 
too long delayed at a crucial mo- 


ment.

We hear a great deal 

American views of Japan. How 

do the Japanese regard us? ‘This 

seems to me an important ques- 
tion, 

It certainly is, but the answer is 
not easy. The shallow doctrine that 
east and west can never meet has 
projudiced both nations, and our sen- 
ates discourteous treatment of Japan 
in the matter of immigration accen- 
fuated the prejudice. On the other 
hand, the efforts of wiser statesmen 
in both countries and of the depart- 
ment of justice and good-will of the 
federal council of churches in Amer- 
ica have done much to allay misun- 
derstanding and friction. 

‘For a dispassionate review of ra- 
eial divergences in general I recom- 
mend Professor Mazo Nitobe’s book 
on “Japanese Traits and Foreign In- 
fluences.”

Their vanity assures them they are entitled to a degree 
of consideration and deference that a*busy and indifferent world won't

Those who fell ashamed ¢an’t have happiness, for a morbid self- 
consciousnes keeps them forever making comparisons and brooding over 
their own imperfections. 

The only way to enjoy the circus is to forget about yourself, and the 
only way to forget about yourself is to be content with yourself. 

Which is to say that the foundation of happiness is self-respect— 
not a conscious pride, but a self-assurance that amounts to complete 
indifference. 

All of us are imperfect; but only those who are constantly conscious 
of imperfection, and thus feel constrained to keep up a front, mind their 
p's and q’s and keep up with the Joneses, are made unhappy by their 
imperfections. , 

Once you learn to respect yourself as you are, you no longer give 
a darn what people think about you. And this blissful indifference gives 
you a new and delightful sense of freedom. You may enjoy the show 
at your ease, and feel as safe from critical eyes as you do when the 
lights are turned down.

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New York, April 16.—()—Criti- 
cism leveled against the A. A. U. and 
its methods by Major John L, Griffith, 
commissioner of athletics of the west- 
ern conference, aroused slight interest 
among officials, of the -organization 
here today. 

Griffith, at Chicogo, suggested re- 
organization of the American Olympic 


association to end what he termed A. 
A. U. “demination over American 
amateur athletics.” 

Although not disposed to regard the 
commissioner's charges very seriously, 
Dan Ferris, secretary-treasurer of the 
A. A. U., took exception to Griffith's 
statement that the majority of colleges 
are not in accord: with the A, A. U. 
and its methods. 

“If a survey were to be made,” 
sad Ferris, “I think you would find 
that as many colleges are members 
of the A. A. U. as belong to the 
national collegiate A. A., of which 
Griffith is an official. Certainly in 
the east, virtually aH the larger col- 
leges are members of and cooperate 
closely with the A. A. U.” 

Griffith’s charge that all of the 1923 
Olympic team officials were “hencii- 
men” of the A. A. U., also brought 
forth a denial from Ferris. 

“Of the 11 coaches of the track 
and field team only Behr, of the Lili- 
nois A. C., and Jack Ryder, of the 
Boston A. A., are not college men”, 
he said. “Does the commissioner mean 
to suggest that the colleges are ‘hench- 
men’ of the A. A. U.?”’

New Orleans, April 16.—@)—An 
official forecast for fair and warmer 
weather resulted in a slight decline on 
the cotton market here today. ‘The 
downward trend was held in check 
by severe cold weather during the 
week-end in the western and central 
sections of the beit and a_ prediction 
for killing frost in the eastern belt to- 
night. 

July, the most active month, after 
opening at 19.60, 1 point above Sat- 
urday’s close, eased off to 19.37 and 
closed at 19.41, 18 points down for 
the day. The general market closed 
at losses of 14 to 1S points. 

Liverpoo! Higher. 


Liverpool was 1 to 6 points bet- 
ter than due and in the early trading 
here prices gained 1 to 2 points, with 
May at 19.76, July at 19.60 and Oc- 
tober 19.36. ‘ These slight gains were 
due to the bad weather and strength 
of cables. 

When the official weather forecast 
was issued, the market eased off on 
realizing by recent buyers and on sell- 
ing by ring traders, and by the time 
the offerings were absorbed May had 
dropped to 19.52, July to 19.37 and 
October to 19.15, 21: to 24 points be- 
low the early highs and 19 to 22 
points under Saturday’s close. 

Weather Prospects. 

Detailed weather reports ther were 
received showing much rain_ in the 
eastern belt and a frost warning for 
Alabama, Georgia and the Carolinas. 
As a result some covering by shorts 
developed, which carried prices up 6 
to 8 points from the lows.

Trading in the Liverpool raw cot- 
ton market has fallen off somewhat. 
Trade demand is less active and a 
decline has taken place in speculative 
operations. : Weather news from the 
Americay belt is being followed very 
closely, but the reports are too di- 
verse for operators to adopt strong 
views either one way or the other. 
Many autborities on this side believe 
that the boll weevil will be an im- 
portant factor in this year’s growth.

Washington, April 16.—(4)—Ex- 
ports of gold from the United States 
to foreign countries were larger dur- 
ing March than for any other month 

record. The federal reserve board 
announced today that exports during 
this morth approximated $96,000,000, 
but the board estimated the net loss 
of gold at only. $56,000,000 due to 
funds put aside by foreign countries 
with federal reserve banks. 

The beard pointed out, however, 
that “both gold exports and currency 
demands had come to be factors mak- 
ing for firmness in the current credit 
situation” 

“March was the seventh consecutive 
mouth in which gold exports exceeded 
golkl imports, net exports for the pe- 
riod approximating $262,000,000,” the 
board ‘added. “This figure does not, 
however, measure the actual loss of 
gold for the period, chiefly beca: se 
there was at the same time; . net 
increase in gold held under earmark 
by the federal reserve banks for for- 
eign account. 

“Measured by reduction in the gold 
stock of the United States, the actual 
loss of gold for the period from the 
first of September to the end of 
March amounted to $283,000.000, of 
which $74,00,000 represented = gold 
lost in the first quarter of the cur- 
rent year. This is in sharp contrast 
with a gain of more than $100,000,000 
during the first quarter of 1927. 

“Notwithstanding the large and con- 
tinuous loss of gold from last Septem- 
ber to the end of March, the @t7] 
gold stock of the United States, at 
$4.306.000,000, remained at“ higher 
point that had been reached previo::s 
to 1924.”

NOBLE PRAISES | 


HEROISM OF GREW 


Stolp, Germany, April 16.—(7)— 
General Umberto Nobile, who brought 
his dirigible Italia through heavy 
weather from Milan to the Seddin air- 
drome in a perilous 30-hour flight, 
sprang the first surprise of his brief 
stay at Stolp by quietly stealing away 
from the hotel to the airdrome this 
morning when everybody supposed he 
was sleeping. Meeting the Italian me- 
chanics, who preceded him a fortnight 
ago, he instructed them to repair the 
damage to the left stabilizer, which 
was slight, and also to overhaul the 
engines. 

Returning to lis hotel, he rested for 
a few nours and emerged in buoyant 
mood, now that the first actual step 
on his antarctic expedition has been 
taken. 


“Yesterday’s perilous flight,” he 
said, “showed that the Italia is equal 
to any oceasion. At times a head 
wind blew at 90 kilometers an hour, 
as the Italia only makes 100 kilo- 
meters an hour, we-could negotiate 
only ten kilometers hourly for part 
of our journey. No wonder it took 
30 1-2 hours instead of 20. It was 
then that my crew showed the stuff 
they are made of; they never flinched. 
I am proud of them.” 

Whether trial flights of the dirigible 
will be undertaken from Stolp, he 
added, remains to be seen. 

General Nobile knows the Seddin 
hangar quite well, for he was a mem- 
ber of the entente commission which 
inspected all the German hangars 
after the war. He also was instrnu- 
mental in dismantling the big Stolp 
airdrome, little dreaming that the time 
would come when hé would need for 
the accommodation of his airship the 
smaller hangar, which was left stand- 
ing, as it was regarded as unimpor- 
tant. 

General Nobile tonight entered his 
name in Stolp’s “Golden Book,” which 
contains names of such celebrities as 
the former emperor and empress of 
Germany, Von Hindenburg. and Gen- 
eral MacKensen. Then he entered 
the banquet hall, where the 24 select- 
ed guests drank his health. Ernst 
Brandenburgh, of the transportation 
ministry, welcomed General Nobile, on 
behalf of the government and toasted 
the king of Italy. Colonel Fier re- 
plied for the expedition members and 
proposed the health of President Von 
Hindenburg. 

The colonel also extolléd the feat 
of Captain Herman Koehl, of the 
Bremen. In this he was seconded vig- 
orously by Nobile’s mascot ‘Titina. 
The dog barked loudly every time 
that Koehl’s name was mentioned.
